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New Brockton Council votes to turn high- 
traffic intersection into a two-way stop

The New Brockton Town 
Council met Monday eve- 
ning, April 5, for the regu- 
lar monthly meeting, and 
council members discussed 
several matters during the 
nearly hour-long session. 

The council approved a 
new traffic change for one 
intersection in the town. 
The intersection of Tyler 
Street and Vester Cole 
Street soon will become a 
two-way stop. 

While discussing a need 
brought up by council 
member Ralph Medley to 
fill a pothole in the area 
of the intersection, Mayor 
Kathy Holley started the dis- 
cussion by saying she had 
wanted to make that inter- 
section a four-way stop due 
to the high traffic volume 
there with school traffic, etc. 

Council member Justin 
Flowers said he thought this 
intersection already was a 
two-way stop, but the mayor 
said there was no stop sign 
at all where the two roads 


intersect. Flowers wondered _ 


if it would be appropriate to 
start with a two-way stop 
first to see if that improves 
the safety of the intersection 
rather than jumping straight 
to a four-way stop. 

Holley said it was her 
opinion that there should be 
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a stop sign for traffic going 
across Tyler Street to slow 
the traffic down some. 

Medley added, “Either 
way [two or four] it needs a 
stop sign there,” 

A motion to make the 
intersection a two-way stop 
was unanimously approved 
by the council. The mayor 
said once the stop signs were 
ordered and arrived, they 
would be erected to make 
this a two-way stop intersec- 
tion. 

In providing his monthly 
report to the council, Police 
Chief Dale Grimes noted it 
had been a very busy March 
for the police department. 

The mayor said the senior 
center had used some dis- 
cretionary funds to purchase 
a three-compartment sink. 


New Brockton resident questions 
council on how to go about getting 
more lighting along U.S. Hwy 84 


During the New Brockton 
Town Council meeting 
held Monday night, April 
5, resident Allison Pouncey 
addressed the council saying 
she would like to know how 
to go about getting more 
lighting along U.S. Highway 
84 in New Brockton. 

“T don’t know if this is a 
city thing, county thing or 
state thing — I don’t know 
what it is,” Pouncey said. 

She said with as much 
traffic as the town is get- 
ting and with the options 
of more cost-effective LED 
lights, she felt it would be 
beneficial to New Brockton 
for more lighting to be along 
Hwy. 84. 

Mayor Kathy Holley 
addressed Pouncey’s con- 
cern noting it would be up 
to the Alabama Department 
of Transportation for more 
lighting to be added to the 
right-of-way of that high- 
way. She said it was com- 
pletely out of the town’s con- 
trol, if on the right-of-way, 

Holley said the state did 
not ask New Brockton if 
it wanted lights along the 
highway. when it was work- 
ing on that portion of the 
U.S. Highway 84 four-lane 
project. 

The mayor said she would 


be happy to check with 
Alabama Power to see what 
options they might have for 
additional lighting and the 
costs of it, but she said this 
would have to be done off 
the right-of-way because 
she said the state would not 
allow Alabama Power to 
come near the right-of-way 
of the road. 

Holley said she did get 
the state to agree to put up 
a light at the Dollar General 
intersection; however, she 
said the tow is responsible 
for running the line. She 
said she cannot get any 
company to agree to do that. 

“I will be happy to do 
whatever I need to do to 
appeal to our state represen- 
tatives or Alabama Power,” 
Pouncey said. “It just seems 
weird because if we are 
wanting people to stop in 
our town and come into our 
town...there [currently] is 
no indicator there is a town 
here. We’ve got to light it 
up — let people know we are 
here.” 

The mayor thanked 
Pouncey for her comments, 
and she said she would 
check with Alabama Power 
on what options the town 
might have [off the right-of- 
way] and the costs for it.

She said the addition of this 
sink would bring the senior 
center into compliance with 
health department standards. 

Regarding the street 
department, council mem- 
ber Ronald Terry asked if 
the department was going to 
continue cutting grass on the 
banks/slopes of the walk- 
ing trail. He said this had 
not been done in some time 
and the growth had become 
noticeable. 

Mayor Holley said the 
area had been sprayed for 
weeds to help. 

Council member Todd 
Askins agreed with Terry 
that the area looks better 


“when cut with a mower but 


even using a bush hog on 
it would be better than let- 
ting it go and allowing the 
growth to overtake the area. 

Holley said she would 
make a note to have the 
street department look at 
this. 

Town clerk Debbie 
Andrews provided the 
monthly financial report that 
revealed the general fund for 
the city to be at $918,661.76 
at the end of March. Overall 
income for the month was 
$89,069.40. 

The council voted to 
allow the clerk to pay the 
routine monthly bills for 
April estimated at just under 
$24,000. 

The council gather April 
19th for the monthly work 
session meeting. During this 
meeting, the mayor said she: 
would have more informa- 
tion on estimates to have the 
town park, town hall, and 
ballfields sprayed for ants. 
Also, she said a company 
out of Andalusia would be 
measuring the wash rack 
tank to provide an estimate 
on cleaning that out so the 
wash rack could be used 
again. 

Council member Medley 
noted the need for the town 
to purchase an additional 
lawnmower. He said this 
would allow the town to 
keep more things cut and 
caught up. 

Holley said she would 
get more information on the 
cost of a -new lawnmower 
and get that info to council 
members for consideration.

Drivers ignoring STOP signs at the Cook Chevrolet inter- 
section . . . . Here is the picture (in words) three cars, com- 
ing toward town on Claxton Avenue, recently completely 
ignored the red flags, stop signs and red flasher. Thanks 
goodness the car in front of us was wisely waiting to turn into 
Burger King and there was no accident — this time. Thank 
goodness this was a thinking driver who was prepared for 
the unexpected or there would have been a multi-car wreck 
tight there in plain sight of the world. One person, it could be 
blamed on habit, but three! That was just folks too busy — or 
maybe they thought they were too important - to follow the 
tules and stop at the all-stop intersection. 

Elba has a number of changed traffic patterns coupled with 


the four-lane work on U. S. Highway 84 and Bypass 203. 
Already police ‘have investigated accidents involving both 


locals and folks just passing through enroute to the beach or’ 


somewhere. That brings out the advice for each of us to be 
alert, obey the changing traffic pattern rules, and assume that 
other driver will not stop. A few seconds of waiting to ‘be 
sure’ is faster than waiting for a police report to be completed 
and the tow truck (and maybe the rescue squad) to show up. 


Due to the COVID-19 variants medical experts are 
encouraging all of us to continue being cautious, wearing 
our mask when in close contact with others, washing our

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CEC presents virtual annual meeting 


On April 1, Covington 
Electric Cooperative held its 
first virtual annual meeting 
and the video was streamed 
through its website coving- 
ton,coop. 

During the presenta- 
tion, reports were presented 
by CEC’s Board Chairman 
Willie Smith and CEC’s 
President and General 
Manager Ed Short. 

Smith opened the meet- 
ing by reflecting on changes 
in our society because of 
the pandemic and how CEC 
adapted to those changes. 


He stated that due to a~ 


change in the CEC bylaws 
at the annual meeting in 
2019, the co-op was able 
to conduct annual meeting 
‘business through mail-in 
and electronic balloting in 
2020. In fact, he said the 
co-op received the most par- 
ticipation in a CEC election 
and annual report survey 
ever that year. 

Smith stated that the over- 
whelming response from 
those surveyed in 2020 
indicated that CEC should 
pursue solar energy proj- 
ects and also efforts to bring 
fiber broadband services to 
the CEC service area. 

He went on to discuss 
capital credits and that CEC 
retired $1.7 million in capi- 
tal credits to its members in 
2021. Capital credits were 
applied to active CEC mem- 
bers’ accounts in March. 
Inactive accounts with a 
capital credit balance of 
more than $30 received a 
check in the mail and inac- 
tive accounts with less than 
$30 will continue to accrue 
until these accounts reach 
a balance of $30. Smith 
expressed hope that CEC 
will conduct an in-person 
annual meeting in 2022 and

he thanked the members for 
their support. He then intro- 
duced Ed Short. 

Short opened his com- 
ments by discussing the 
safety protocols that CEC 
implemented to manage its 
workforce in the midst of 
a pandemic. Some of these 
measures included wear- 
ing masks, closing the CEC 
lobbies, social distancing, 
schedule changes to keep 
crews separated and allow- 
ing some employees to work 
from home. He discussed 
other challenges the co-op 
faced in 2020 including sev- 
eral major weather events. 

Short then spoke about 
the co-op’s efforts to build a 
solar garden and he detailed 
the need for a minimum of 
100 subscribers to make this 
project a reality. He stated 
that CEC had received about 
64 subscriptions to date and 
he encouraged members 
who are interested in sup- 
porting a solar garden to 
contact CEC. 

With strong support from 
the CEC members who par- 
ticipated in last year’s sur- 
vey, Short announced the 
co-op’s decision to launch a 
fiber broadband project. He 
said work began in January 
on the construction of a 
middle mile fiber ring that 
will connect all of the CEC 
substations and offices. 
He stated the CEC board 
of trustees is committed to 
making high-speed fiber 
broadband access available 
to every CEC member by 
2025, if not sooner. Short 
then announced the name of 
CEC’s new broadband sub- 
sidiary, Buzz Broadband. 
He said it’s projected to 
start connecting its first cus-

We, The Church 


Paul opens his address to the church at Corinth in a way 
that connected them with believers everywhere. “To the 
church of God, which is at Corinth, to those who have been 


sanctified in Christ Jesus... 


.” (1 Corinthians 1:2) There are 


two take-aways here that every Christian should consider 
as they pertain to our relationship with God and each other. 

First, Paul writes “to the church of God” which happens 
to be located at “Corinth”. Allow me to preface the point I 
will attempt to make by saying that we should be proud to 
be part of the congregation of which we are members. Hav- 
ing said that, we must never lose sight of the fact that there 
is but one church, and it does not exist within the framing 


of a building. The people “of God” are 


“the church of God” 


as Paul puts it. Too often Christians allow the church's de- 
nominational status determine its credibility or worth. If 
we are to be used by God to accomplish the predetermined 
works that God has set for us, we must start focusing more 
on the Holy Spirit who unites the church and less on the 
denominational preference that divides it. I am not advo- 
cating that the church ceases to identify with any denomi- 
nation, but the Bible explicitly states that our identity is in 
Christ. “But as many as received Him (Jesus), to them He 


gave the right to become children of God.. 


-” Sohn 1:12) 


The above verse ties directly into the second point com- 
ing from “those who have been sanctified in Christ Jesus”. 
Our relationship with Christ sets us apart. That is what 
“sanctified” means. Having your name on the church Sun- 
day schools roster does not sanctify you. The Bible lists the 
benefits of meeting together, but a weekly social hour with 
friends would never be enough to save one’s soul. We just 
celebrated the resurrection on Easter, but the resurrection 
alone does not save anyone. It most certainly provides the 
means for salvation, but we are ultimately saved by grace 
alone through faith alone in Christ alone. (Ephesians 2:8) 

What do we do with these truths? We recognize that 
there is one church, and we who are in Christ are it. What 
does this mean? Several things come to mind. Being “‘a 
chosen race, a royal priesthood, a holy nation, and a people 
for God’s own possession” is not afforded without certain 
responsibilities. (1 Peter 2:9) The lost of the world need 
Jesus, and we need to take Him to them. Christian music 
group Casting Crowns has a song entitled “Start Right 
Here”. The chorus goes, “We wanna see the heart set free 
and the tyrants kneel; The walls fall down, and our land be 
healed. But Church if we want to see change in the world 
out there, it’s got to start right here.” Let’s not neglect go- 
ing to church, but more importantly, don’t forget to be the 


church.
